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Staff issues force 
closure of ward 


A LACK of nurses is 
forcing health chiefs to 
temporarily close the 
rehabilitation ward at 
Ely’s Princess of Wales 
Hospital. 

The hospital’s Welney Ward, 
which is where patients are 
rehabilitated and provided 
with end-of-life care, is being 
temporarily shut from this 
morning. 

Cambridgeshire Community 
Services NHS Trust, which runs 
the 21-bed ward, says the 
decision to close it has been 
made due to “significant” 
staffing issues and that a 
recruitment campaign is being 
launched to get more staff in 
place. 

The tmst is hopeful the ward 
will be re-opened within the next 
eight weeks. 

Mandy Renton, chief nurse, 
said the ward had been 
temporarily closed to new 
admissions since the New Year 
and that only 12 patients now 
remain. 

She said: “We have been 
experiencing significant staffing 
issues on the ward in recent 
weeks that led to us temporarily 
closing the ward to new 
admissions in the New Year. 

“Whilst staffing levels on the 
ward have been maintained to 
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ensure the provision of high- 
quality care to the current 12 
patients, the planned recruit¬ 
ment to two ward-based leader¬ 
ship posts and six nursing 
vacancies has not been 
successful. 

“If the ward were to remain 
open we would continue to need 
a high proportion of temporary 
agency staff on the ward, which 
is not in line with best nursing 
practice. 

“As a result, the tmst has taken 
the difficult decision to 
temporarily close the ward with 
effect from 9am on Thursday, 
January 31, whilst a further 
comprehensive recruitment 
campaign is implemented.” 

Mrs Renton said a clinical 
review of the remaining 12 
patients had been carried out to 
“identify the most appropriate 
alternative facility to meet their 
needs”. 

She said: “Planned discharges 
home or to residential/nursing 
facilities where programmes of 
inpatient rehabilitation are 
complete will continue to be 
implemented with the 
involvement of the trust’s social 
care and therapy staff.

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Historic mill is 
given approval 
for renovation 

PLANS to give a derelict windmill a 
new lease of life have been given the 
green light. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planners have approved 
proposals to renovate Cornwell’s 
Mill, also known as Tower Mill, in Ely 
Road, Little Downham. 

Mr and Mrs Rutterford and Mr 
and Mrs Lockwood, who live in the 
village, submitted plans to transform 
the 19th century, Grade II listed mill 
into a home in September last year. 

The proposals also include 
building a four-bedroom house, 
which will be linked to the mill, and 
a three-bedroom bungalow on the 
site to create a mill-yard style 
development. 

In a statement to the council, the 
applicants said: “The development 
proposed seeks to convert the mill 
for residential use with the erection 
of an environmentally-sustainable 
house, linked to the mill, and a 
second smaller house at the other 
end of the site. 

“Cornwell’s Mill is disused and in 
poor condition, retaining no original 
features and having no current 
purpose. 

“It remains, however, a significant 
landmark in Little Downham and is 
the last remaining example in the 
village of what was once a familiar 
building form, and as such this 
development seeks to improve on 
the current situation and to preserve 
what is left of the mill for the future.” 

Giles Hughes, head of planning at 
the district council, said: “The 
application has been approved as it 
is broadly in accord with the policies 
of the Local Plan, and it represents a 
high quality of development that can 
be considered as ‘sustainable’. 

“The policies themselves have 
been sufficiently explicit to guide the 
submitted application so that 
acceptable plans and information 
have been provided, and an approval 
has been forthcoming.”

“Depending on the individual 
needs of the remaining patients, 
these patients will transfer to 
alternative trust facilities within the 
trust depending on where their 
individual needs can be best met. 

“Where possible Welney Ward 
staff will transfer during this 
temporary closure with existing 
Welney patients to alternative 
facilities to ensure continuity of 
care. 

“We recognise that this is an 
unsettling time for patients but our 
priority is to ensure patient safety. 

“We will work closely with 
patients and their relatives to 
ensure a smooth transfer to new 
facilities.” 

Mrs Renton said the trust aimed 
to re-open the ward within the next 
six to eight weeks, subject to 
successful recruitment.

Time flies as town clock causes confusion 


THE clock on Ely’s Market Place is baffling 
shoppers once again. 

The ticker, which hangs above the entrance 
to The Cloisters shopping area, is renowned for 
suddenly stopping. 

But this time it is ticking away - it’s just that 
each side of the clock reads a different time. 

One side reads an hour faster than the other 
side, much to the confusion of passers-by. 

Lynne Hurst, of Ely’s Silver Street, said the 
error almost made her late for an appointment. 

She said: “I looked up at the clock on the 
Market Square the other day and it read 1.15pm 
which made me rush as I had to be somewhere 


for 1.30pm. 

“When I glanced at my watch a few moments 
later it read 12.20pm, which seemed to be 
about right as I thought I’d given myself plenty 
of time to get to where I wanted to be. 

“It was all very confusing and I actually went 
back to the clock which is when I realised one 
side is an hour fast. 

“It might sound a bit trivial but surely we 
should have a clock that reads the right time?” 

The Cloisters is managed by Dexter Brown, a 
company based in Milton Keynes. 

Richard Lee, a surveyor for the firm, 
apologised for the error. 


He said: “We were not aware that the times 
displayed on the clock are different and we 
apologise for any confusion caused. 

“We have a company which goes out and 
services the clock twice a year so we will 
contact them immediately. 

“Hopefully it shouldn’t take too long to fix, 
although it can’t happen at the drop of a hat as 
they have to arrange for a cherry-picker to get 
onto the Market Place, however it shouldn’t take 
too long.” 

Last time the clock stopped it took almost six 
weeks to be fixed. 


Duck action plan 
causes outburst 



AN action plan designed 
to try to control Ely’s 
troublesome ducks and 
geese has been slammed 
as “pathetic” by animal 
lovers. 

Residents have hit out at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) chiefs for 
drawing up the plan, branding it 
“over the top” and “ridiculous”. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, the authority wants to 
find a way to control the city’s 
waterfowl - in particular the 
Muscovy ducks and the Canada 
geese - and hopes the new plan 
will work. 

The council has explored 
many techniques over the years, 
including oiling Muscovy ducks’ 
eggs to prevent the chicks from 
hatching - which caused uproar 
among local people. 

The new plan includes 
erecting new signs in Waterside 
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to tell people about the ducks 
and how not to encourage them 
on to the land - as well as 
fencing off the slipway area, 
beside Babylon Bridge, to make 
it more difficult for the 
waterfowl to come on to land. 

The council also wants to 
develop an ‘education plan’ to 
help improve the health of the 
birds - such as providing the 
right food for them and 
discouraging people from 
feeding them bread and cake, 
which is bad for their health. 

But Frank Marshall, of Ely’s 
Davison Road, said: “This is the 
most pathetic thing I’ve heard 
coming from ECDC for some 
time. 

“They’re going to spend 
money that they can’t really 
afford on drawing up a plan to 


prevent ducks from fouling 
footpaths? 

“Don’t they realise that ducks 
and geese can fly - putting a 
fence around the slipway area 
isn’t going to stop them coming 
off the water - they’ll simply fly 
over it or find another way. 

“As for teaching people how 
to feed them properly, people 
will always feed ducks bread - 
it’s happened for years and I can 
assure you it will carry on 
forever.” 

Julie Gray, from Queen 
Adelaide, added: “I’m sick of 
reading about the council and 
residents moaning about the 
ducks in Ely. 

“They’re a delight to see and 
they belong here. Most other 
cities would jump at the chance 
of having characteristic birds for 
locals and tourists to enjoy. 

“Yes, they cause a bit of mess 
but I don’t think it warrants an 
over the top plan like this. It’s 


ridiculous and a waste of time 
and money.” 

A consultation with the 
public on the waterfowl plan 
will be launched later this year. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman 
of the council’s community and 
environment committee, said: 
“We know the issue of wildfowl 
on Ely’s Riverside would create 
debate which is exactly why we 
will be asking residents what 
they think of our plans for the 
area whether they are positive 
or negative. 

“The aim for all of us is to 
ensure the riverside is 
somewhere we can all enjoy 
which is why we are putting 
forward ideas from education to 
gates which have been shown to 
work elsewhere. 

“So when the consultation 
begins we hope everyone will 
take the time to look in detail at 
the plans to provide considered 
and reasoned responses.” 


Arsonists blamed for straw blaze 



ARSON is believed to be the cause of a 
large straw fire in Soham. 

Around 500 tonnes of straw went up in 
flames on land in East Fen Drove at 
around 9.20pm on Monday. 

Two fire crews from Soham attended 
the blaze, although a further crew from 
Burwell had to be drafted in to tackle the 
inferno. 

It took two pumps, three jets and the 
help of the farmer, who used a digger to 
split the burning bales, to extinguish the 


flames, which was not until around 
5.50am on Tuesday. 

The straw had been arranged in a U- 
shape, known as a ‘beater’, which is used 
to store sugar beet during the winter. 

A spokeswoman for Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service said that all the 
sugar beet had been removed just days 
prior to the incident.

A man entered the store and 
threatened members of staff with 
a knife before demanding cash 
from the till. 

Cash from the till was handed 
over to the man and he then fled 
before staff were able to call 
police. 

The amount of cash stolen is not 
known. 

The man arrested was bailed 
until January 28 but a 
Cambridgeshire Police 
spokesman said his bail has 
been extended until March 7.

Hundreds attend 
Palace opening 
by royal guest 

HRH The Duke of Gloucester was in Ely on 
Friday to formally open the Old Bishop’s 
Palace. 

The duke was invited by King’s Ely to open 
the palace, on Palace Green. 

Hundreds of people attended a service at 
Ely Cathedral to celebrate the opening, which 
was followed by tours of the palace. 

The duke also unveiled a plaque. 

King’s Ely acquired the palace in 2010 
after taking over the lease from the Sue 
Ryder charity, thanks to a bumper anonymous 
donation. 

The school turned the 15th century palace 
into a sixth-form centre, which has been in 
use since last year. 

Head teacher Sue Freestone said: “We 
have waited a very long time for this 
occasion, which marks a defining moment in 
the history of King’s Ely. 

“The restoration and refurbishment of the 
Old Palace has allowed us to demonstrate the 
school’s respect for tradition and honour for 
the past while embracing innovation in 
providing for the future. 

“We are grateful and delighted that HRH 
The Duke of Gloucester has officially opened 
the Old Palace and helped us to celebrate a 
new beginning in the life of this ancient 
school.” 

The palace was built by Bishop Alcock in 
the 15th century and was once part of a much 
larger complex of buildings including a now- 
demolished great hall. 

It was turned into a prison for Catholics by 
Queen Elizabeth I, and later, Oliver 
Cromwell’s soldiers ripped the lead roof off 
the building to make shot. 



In 1940 the palace became a Red Cross 
hospital and, after the Second World War, it 
was used as a school for disabled children. 

From 1983 until it was acquired by 
King’s Ely, the palace was a Sue Ryder care 
home.

Plans sent to 
council for 
wind turbine 

A WIND turbine could be 
erected near a pumping station 
in Littleport. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has received a 
planning application for an 
18m turbine to be built at Wood 
Fen Pumping Station, located 
off Ely Road. 

The applicants are 
GrandSam Investments Ltd, on 
behalf of the Water Drainage 
Board. 

The applicants say the 
turbine will enable them to 
lower their carbon emissions 
and energy bills. 

In a statement to the council, 
they said: “The turbine has 
been sited a significant 
distance from residential 
properties to ensure that there 
are no issues associated with 
noise, shadow flicker or safety. 

“Although the turbine will be 
visible from nearby public 
highways, and some points 
along nearby public footpaths, 
this does not render the 
scheme demonstrably harmful. 

“This proposal should be 
viewed as a piece of modern 
renewable technology in a 
largely agricultural area that 
will, in the long term, help 
maintain the viability of the 
landscape by reducing carbon 
emissions.” 

It is hoped the turbine would 
save approximately 15 tonnes 
of carbon per year. 


Householders set 
for 2% hike in tax 


EAST Cambridgeshire 
residents are facing a 2 per 
cent rise in council tax. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) announced its 
budget proposals for 2013/14 on 
Tuesday. 

The hike equates to an increase 
of 5p per week for the average 
band D property in the district - 
or £2.79 in the whole year. 

Peter Moakes, council leader, 
says increasing council tax will 
prevent his authority from cutting 
further services or funding. 

He said: “Three years ago the 
district council faced some 
incredibly tough choices. 

“We had to make a number of 
difficult decisions which affected 
the lives of many, so strained were 
our resources. 

“The plans which were put in 
place created the foundations for 
the strong financial situation in 
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which we now find ourselves. 

“We are not complacent - for 
we know the ongoing struggle 
local authorities face but I am 
encouraged that instead of 
debating cuts, we are talking 
about investing in services.” 

The council is now in its third 
year of a medium-term financial 
strategy which is set to save the 
council more than £2 million by 
2015. 

Last year, the authority 
increased council tax by almost 3 
per cent after rejecting the 
Government’s offer of a council 
tax freeze grant. 

Cllr Moakes said the council 
will be looking at numerous ways 
to help residents in the next 
financial year, including setting 


up community land trusts, 
forming apprenticeship oppor¬ 
tunities and trying even harder to 
tackle homelessness. 

He said: “Alongside discussions 
of our council tax base, we will 
also be looking at a range of 
options to help our residents. 

“From allocating thousands of 
pounds to develop an apprentice¬ 
ship scheme to investing in 
community land trusts, we want 
to help the young, the vulnerable 
and the elderly. 

“This is why we will also be 
considering measures to tackle 
the significant issues we face 
with housing through out the 
district.” 

The proposals drawn up by the 
finance and governance 
committee will now go to full 
council in February, to be 
discussed by all members. 


Police in witness appeal after assault outside pub 


A MAN has been arrested 
in connection with an 
assault outside a pub in 
the early hours. 

Three men were 
assaulted outside the 
Townhouse pub in 
Market Street, Ely, at 
around 1.25am last 
Saturday. 

The incident followed 


an earlier altercation in 
the pub which resulted 
in a man being ejected. 

The men, who are in 
their 20s, were leaving 
the pub when the 
attacker approached and 
assaulted them. 

He was held back and 
then walked off. 

The victims were not 


seriously hurt. 

DC Paul Atkinson, who 
is investigating, said: “It 
was closing time so there 
would have been people 
inside and outside the 
pub who would have 
seen what happened. 

“I am appealing for 
those people to get in 
touch.” 


A 27-year-old man 
from Ely has been 
arrested in connection 
with the incident and 
released on bail to return 
on March 15.

Rescued swan recovers 


A SWAN is on the road to 
recovery after undergoing a life¬ 
saving operation. 

The male swan was rescued by 
the RSPCA earlier this month 
from the River Great Ouse at 
Littleport, close to the Swan on 
the River restaurant. 

A member of the public spotted 
the bird had a fishing hook 
wedged in its beak and that the 
fishing line attached had 
become entwined around its 
mouth and neck. 

After numerous failed attempts 
to entice the swan close to them 
with food, RSPCA inspectors 
decided to take to the river on a 
boat and managed to catch the 
bird. 

The bird was taken to the 
RSPCA East Winch Wildlife 


Centre in Norfolk where it is 
now making a speedy recovery. 
A spokeswoman for the RSPCA 
said: “If nobody had spotted the 
line around the swan’s neck it 
would have died a long, slow 
death. 

“The bird was x-rayed at East 
Winch and the hook and line 
were removed. 

“It is making a very speedy 
recovery and we hope to be 
able to release it back onto the 
Great Ouse soon. 

“This is happening to swans up 
and down the country on a 
regular basis and it is all 
because of careless fishermen. 
Anglers need to make sure they 
discard their equipment properly 
to prevent it from harming 
wildlife.” 


‘Speak up’ over 
parking charges 
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A COUNCIL’S former bus¬ 
iness champion is urging 
residents to speak up over 
controversial car parking 
charge plans for Ely. 

City-based businessman Ron 
Bradney is a former councillor and 
economics champion at East Cam- 
bs District Council. 

In a letter to the Weekly News, Mr 
Bradney who stood down from the 
council ahead of last year’s 
elections, says the district council 
and City of Ely Council are only 
planning to introduce charges to 
raise cash. 

He said: “I get the feeling that 
East Cambs councillors are under 
the misapprehension that the car 
parks are full of wealthy visitors 
who will not even notice the 
parking fees and actually expect to 
pay. 

“OK, there are a few expensive 
cars in Ely’s car parks but they are 
few and far between. I assume the 
charges will be insignificant to 
these drivers. 

“The only thing that has been 
explored is how much money can

be raised from imposing the 
charges, not what the alternatives 
are if the charges could not be im¬ 
posed.” 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
the plan is to now allow people to 
park in Ely’s short-stay car parks 
free for the first hour. 

For two hours, the charge would 
be 70p, £1 for three hours and 
£1.50 for four. 


In long-stay car parks, an all-day 
ticket would be £2.50 or people 
could buy a weekly ticket for £5. In 
the evenings, from 6pm to 8am the 
next day, parking in all of Ely’s car 
parks would remain free. 

The charges would apply for 
weekdays and at weekends. 

Campaigners and Ely Traders’ 
Association are in uproar over the 
scheme, saying it will have a 
“devastating effect” on the city 
centre, especially with a new out- 
of-town retail development 
planned for Angel Drove. 

If approved the scheme could 
roll out from July. 

In a joint response to Mr 
Bradney, district council leader 
Peter Moakes and Ely’s mayor, Will 
Burton, said the proposed scheme 
would create a “fair and 
straightforward system for the 
city”. 

It added: “A recent national 
report, Rethink Parking in the High 
Street, summarises there was no 
conclusive evidence that parking 
charges are influencing the decline 
of high streets or town centres.”

A BMW driver who went from 
Manchester to Wilburton while 
he was over the drink-drive limit 
has been taken off the road. 

A motorist driving behind 
Allister Hughes in Wilburton had 
called police to say he was 
concerned about the state of the 
driver of the BMW 5 series, 
magistrates in Cambridge heard 
last Wednesday. 

Angela Sassoli, prosecuting, 
said Hughes had been spotted at 
about 9.15am on November 21 
“generally driving badly”. 

The court heard the 44-year- 
old of Hanging Birch, 
Middleton, Manchester, had 
been arrested at the scene after 
providing a positive drink-drive 
reading. 

Another test revealed he had 
99 milligrams of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood. The legal 
limit is 80 milligrams. 

Hughes, who represented 
himself, said he had set off from 
Manchester early that morning 
to conduct interviews in Ipswich 
and had been drinking the night 
before. 

He said his erratic driving was 
mainly due to tiredness. He 
added: “But I do freely admit I 
was drinking excessively the 
night before.” 

Magistrate Derek Manning 
disqualified Hughes from 
driving for 12 months, fined him 
£500, ordered him to pay costs 
of £85, a £50 victim surcharge 
and offered him the drink¬ 
driving rehabilitation course.

Gordon Phillips, of the Ouse Washes 
Molly Dance group, who was one of the 
organisers of the event, said: “The groups 
came from all over East Anglia, and other 
parts of the country as well. 

“There were two groups from 



Yorkshire, who were glad to get there 
because they thought they’d be snowed in. 
They had to come early to beat the 
weather.

Farm looking to 
become facility 
for education 

SCHOOLS could soon be flocking to a farm 
in Soham. 

There are plans to turn South Angle 
Farm, in Angle Common, into an 
educational resource. 

David Woricker, from Lion Learners 
Educational Experiences Ltd, has applied 
to East Cambridgeshire District Council for 
planning permission to change the use of 
an agricultural building there to use for 
educational purposes.

“The building is not currently in use but 
has been used for storage of equipment by 
the previous tenant of the farm. 

“The influx of visitors will be low and 
during social hours. We will be making no 
changes to the exterior of the building and 
inside we will be laying a floor, painting the 
walls and putting in tables and chairs. 

“This development will provide an 
important educational resource for the 
local community and help promote the 
importance of farming, conservation and 
our countryside.” 

A decision on the scheme could be made 
within eight weeks.

Flooding prompts 
action call by MR

AN MP has launched a 
campaign calling for action 
to prevent a busy 
commuter route from 
flooding. 

MP for North East 
Cambridgeshire, Steve Barclay, 
says flooding on the A1101 at 
Welney has become a “significant 
problem” and that something 
needs to be done to stop it from 
flooding so frequently - and for 
such long periods. 

Mr Barclay says there a number 
of possibilities - including 
building a new road over the 
Welney Washes or improving flood 
defence measures there. 

He has now tabled a series of 
questions to Transport Secretary, 
Patrick McLoughlin, asking about 
the cost of closure, the cost of 
building a new road over the 
washes, the cost of improved flood 
defence measures and the 
frequency of closures in recent 
years. 

The A1101 was only re-opened 
recently after 46 days of closure - 
something which not only affects 
local businesses but also forces 
motorists to make a lengthy 40- 
mile detour. 

Dennis Birch, landlord of the 
Lamb and Flag pub in Welney, is

just one of many business owners 
who suffer, saying he loses tens of 
thousands of pounds in takings 
every time the busy route is 
closed. 

Mr Barclay said: “As a local 
resident myself, I have been aware 
of these problems often needing to 
take a detour when I go to 
constituency engagements in 
Littleport. 

“I am conscious this is a 
recurring problem and heavy 
rainfall this winter has made it 
more acute. 

“It is unclear what the best 
solution would be. One option 
might be a new causeway but that 
may be prohibitively expensive. 

“Another solution might be 
clearing out the silt, to try to 
mitigate the road flooding in the 


first place. 

“We have a problem with a road 
that is repeatedly closed, a road 
that is the main access for a 
number of constituents who incur 
significant costs. 

“If an analysis has been done of 
the problem, it would be timely to 
share it with the public.” 

Mr Barclay says he is now 
working closely with the 
Environment Agency to explore 
the feasibility of reducing the flood 
risk.

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Council figures 
aren’t accurate 

Sir, I am dismayed but not surprised to 
see that with the return of parking 
charges on the agenda. We also see the 
return of falsehoods and diversions to 
enforce this damaging proposaly. 

Firstly we have repeatedly seen the 
figure quoted from ECDC 
representatives for the annual cost of 
car parks as £300,000. This is simply not 
true. The council’s accounts (freely 
available through their website) show 
the estimated net direct expenditure for 
this year as £137,000. The cost for each 
of the previous two years was also 
much less than £200,000. Also, with the 
Park & Ride scheme binned, the 
council are now saving an additional 
£20,000 on previous years. 

When you consider that the markets 
have been generating a profit for the 
council of around £50,000 for the past 
two years (based mostly on increased 
stall and pitch charges which we were 
told were necessary) you realise that 
the argument of introducing parking 
charges to fill a hole in the finances is 
disingenuous. Let’s not also forget the 
council currently hold an available 
reserve of around £4 million. The cost 
of Ely’s car parks is a drop in the ocean. 
The other weak argument put forward 
is that people who don’t use the car 
parks shouldn’t have to pay for them. 
Presumably the people who don’t use 
the car parks do not wish to benefit 
from the income brought into Ely by 
tourists, shoppers and business people 
who do use them. Since when was the 
tax system structured so that you only 
pay for what you use anyway? 

Finally, we have the new consultation 
document. We heard last week it was 
“not biased but...focused”. Yes, it’s 
focused only on the questions the 
council want to ask not the only 
question that matters - “do you support 
introducing parking charges?” That’s 
because they already know the answer 
to that -12,000 people say ‘no’. 

There’s a way around it, though. If you 
agree with me, complete their survey, 
and tick ‘strongly oppose’ for each 
question and where there are comment 
boxes, tell them what you really think.

Protesters are 
not idiots 

Sir, I would like to respond to 
comments made by S A Branagh who 
denigrates individuals with differing 
opinions to present her/his view in the 
final sentence that the parking 
proposal “.. is the most reasonable and 
fairest way for a wanted service to be 
paid for”. 

With regard to the parking consultation 
document, it seemed to me to have 
many shortcomings and creates the 
impression that this issue has been 
thought out on the back of an 
envelope. In order to make an 
intelligent contribution to the process I 
had expected to find details concerning 
the setting up and running costs of the 
scheme with realistic projections of 
income. As a scientist I look at issues 
based on facts and logic, not emotive 
arguments and we have very few facts 
on this issue other than reviewing 
experiences in other places. 

The council clearly see this as a long¬ 
term money raiser and despite the 
initial volume of objections seem to be 
going through the motions of‘listening 
and consulting’ and, as often happens, 
then doing largely what they wanted to 
do in the first place. I have not read any 
detailed response by councillors to 
many of the issues people initially 
raised. 

In other places in recent years we have 
seen excessive increases in parking 
charges, seemingly every few months 
as councils seek more income - for 
example in Cambridge and Bury St 
Edmunds. The evidence is that these 
charges deter people from visiting and 
local trade suffers, so surely the same 
will happen in Ely. Therefore, projected 
income from parking based on current 


use is likely to be optimistic. Ely traders 
currently have an advantage that 
people using the car parks have the 
time to look around and possibly make 
purchases they had not intended to as 
well as support the large number of 
coffee shops. With the payment system 
I am sure the same pattern as in other 
places will happen - many people will 
look to complete their shopping within 
the free hour and make fewer visits to 
the city, to the detriment of local 
traders. What is the loss of income to 
the council when a local business 
closes and premises are left empty? 

I would say to S A Branagh that people 
who oppose car parking charges are 
not idiots - they have valid views and it 
is quite clear that the council have not 
presented a detailed factual case to 
convince them on this issue. Probably 
as they see no need to do so as they are 
going ahead with charging regardless.

RESIDENTS are jubilant after 
long-awaited plans to 
revamp an “intimidating” 
area of ground at Ely 
Cathedral were approved. 

For years, community groups and 
leaders in Ely have been talking 
about giving Steeple Row a 
makeover. 

The area runs alongside Cross 
Green on the north side of the 
cathedral and is flanked by the 
backs of shops in Ely’s High Street, 
and their bins. 

It was in March 2011 that the Ely 
Perspective group applied for 
planning permission to revitalise 
the area after around five years 
of investigations and public 
consultation. 

And now the improvements have 
been given the green light by 
planners at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council. 

The scheme will see new lighting 
being installed in the area, as well as 
York stone pathways, pieces of 
artwork and landscaping. 

The group also wants to install 
more seating areas and build a 
screened area where the shops’ bins 
can be stored out of view 


Valerie Masters, of Back Hill, Ely, 
says the improvements will make 
Steeple Row a “safer” and “brighter” 
place to be. 

She said: “I’m delighted that these 
plans have finally been approved. 

“I’m in my 60s and I actually find 
Steeple Row quite an intimidating 
place to be at times. 

“It’s so dark and dismal, yet it 
shouldn’t be as it’s slap bang in the 
city centre and is used by lots of 
people to access the cathedral 
grounds and the shops.” 

Philip Eden, a former chairman 
of Ely Perspective, said: “Our plan 
has always been to completely 
brighten Steeple Row up as it’s quite 


an ugly area. 

“For years people have said this is 
an area that needs to be prioritised 
and this has been a lengthy, in- 
depth project. 

“Ely Cathedral is one of Europe’s 
most beautiful buildings and how 
Steeple Row is at the moment really 
doesn’t complement it. “ 

The Very Revd Mark Bonney, the 
Dean of Ely, said: “I am delighted 
that these proposals have been 
approved. 

“The cathedral has been party to 
conversations with Ely Perspective 
and others and supports the 
suggestions for improvement and 
development.”

ONE of Cambridgeshire's 
oldest agricultural shows 
is at risk of folding. 

The Littleport Show, held for 
more than 100 years, used to 
attract thousands of visitors. 
But in recent years organisers 
have struggled to pull in the 
crowds. 

Last summer, torrential rain 
forced them to call off the show 
at the last minute, and now it 
may finish altogether. 

Derek Timbers, one of the 
organisers, said: “The future of 
the Littleport Show does look 
pretty bleak. 

“We were forced to call it off 
last year because of the rain but 
I’m afraid we are now on the 
edge of giving up completely. 

“There just isn’t enough 
support for it. An event like this 
takes months of hard work and 
preparation and we simply 
cannot manage it with the 
amount of support we’re 
currently getting. 

“We’ve held meeting after 
meeting where local people 
have been urged to come 
forward and safeguard the 


future of the show but still 
hardly anyone turns out.” 

The news comes just months 
after it was announced the 
Pymoor Show had folded. Its 
organisers also had to call off 
last year’s show and chairman, 
John Pinnells, confirmed it 
would have been the last 
anyway. 

Mr Pinnells said the show 
was started 14 years ago and 
developed into a major event 
with equipment worth about £4 
million on show and 150 
exhibitors. 

But it had now reached the 
end of its run. 


Mr Timbers said: “It’s so sad. 
Events like the Littleport Show 
and the Pymoor Show help to 
put Cambridgeshire’s small 
villages on the map. 

“If they don’t receive the 
support from locals then they 
can’t go ahead. 

“We’ve decided there will not 
be a Littleport Show this year as 
it quite simply isn’t possible. 

“We’ll do all we can to try to 
organise another one in the 
future but unless more people 
come on board that looks 
highly unlikely.”

A COUNCILLOR’S 
plans to build a new 
care home are 
causing concern 
among his follow 
members. 

Littleport parish and 
county councillor Fred 
Brown unveiled plans to 
turn Granary Lodge, in 
Granary Lane, into a 
residential care home in 
December.

Cambridgeshire District 
Council leader Mr Brown,

If approved, the building 
could be used by people of 
all ages who require care. 

But as reported in the 
Weekly News, the plans are 
causing controversy with 
locals and now Littleport 
Parish Council, of which

Mr Brown is a member, is 
urging planners at the 
district council to reject his 
proposals. 

In a statement, the 
parish council described 
the proposals as 
“overdevelopment of the 
site” and said parking and 
access was “inadequate”. 

It said the scheme was a 
“potential fire hazard” and 
that emergency vehicles 
would struggle to reach the 
site, adding that it was “out 
of character” with the 
street and that there were 
“inadequate facilities for 
the number of rooms and 


staff required”. 

Residents are also 
objecting to the plans. 

Bryan Hughes, of 
Wellington Street, said: 
“There is just not enough 
room for more devel¬ 
opment in this area. 

“It is a dead end lane 
where there is no room to 
turn around. Vehicles have 
to reverse out on to the 
main road - it is an 
accident waiting to 
happen.” 

Nigel Reynolds, of 
Hitches Street, added: 
“This area already has 
access problems and 
parking problems. 

“Although it seems 
parking will be provided, 
the concern is that it will 
not be enough, and add to 
the already problematic 
parking issues in the area.” 

In his application, Mr 
Brown said the home 
would have sufficient 
parking. 

He added that the home 
would provide extra 
facilities for the elderly and 
jobs for wardens and staff. 

The final decision lies 
with the district council.

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Mixed reaction 
to offices plans

NEWS that a listed 
building in Ely could 
be turned into council 
offices has sparked a 
mixed reaction. 

Some residents are 
supporting the City of Ely 
Council’s plans to turn 
Maltings Cottage, in 
Waterside, into offices while 
others insist the building 
“deserves better”. 

The council has applied 
to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for 
permission to renovate the 
Grade II listed, dilapidated 
building to change the use 
of the building into offices. 

If approved by the district 
council - which still owns 
the lease of the building - 
the city council would close 
its offices in Market Street 
and move to Waterside. 

Ely’s Mayor, Cllr Will 
Burton, says offices is the 
“ideal” use for the cottage, 
and that it would give the 
city council a greater 
presence in Ely. 

But Sharon Docherty, of 
Broad Street, Ely, insists 
turning the building into 
offices would be a waste.

She said: “Can’t our local 
authorities come up with a 
more imaginative use of a 
building as beautiful as 
Maltings Cottage? 

“It’s a stunning, historic 
building in one of the nicest 
areas of Ely and it deserves 
better than simply being 
turned into offices. 

“It should be somewhere 
where locals and tourists 
can enjoy, like a cafe, 
restaurant or shop - not just 
some offices for 
councillors.” 

But Melvin Carter, of Ely’s 
Prickwillow Road, disagrees. 

He said: “Hats off to the 
city council for pressing 
ahead with making the 
most of Maltings Cottage. 

“It’s stood empty for such 
a long time now and has 
been left to go to rack and 
ruin to be honest. It’s about 


time it was given a new 
lease of life and I’d love to 
see the city council setting 
up a new base there.” 

Cllr Burton said the plan 
is to turn most of the two- 
storey cottage into offices, 
but to also have an area of 
retail space. 

He said: “We want to turn 
the majority of the cottage 
into offices so that we can 
re-locate everything there 
from Market Street. 

“We believe the increase 
in space and the improved 
location would give the city 
council a greater presence 
in Ely. We have also applied 
to change the use of an area 
of the building to retail. 

“We’re not sure exactly 
what sort of shop or 
business we want there yet.”

A-level reforms

More space for children to have fun 


EDUCATION Secretary 
Michael Gove’s 

contentious A-level 
reforms have received a 
mixed reaction from 
head teachers in Ely. 

Schools, colleges and 
universities across the country 
have spoken out after Mr Gove 
announced he wants to stop 
students from taking AS-level 
examinations at the end of Year 
12, the first year of A-levels. 

He wants to bring back the 
old system where exams are 
only taken at the end of the 
two-year course - rather than 
in what he calls “bite-size” 
portions that can be 
continually retaken. 

He says it will allow students 
to “develop a better 
understanding of their 
subject” as opposed to simply 
learning bits of information for 
exams. 

Mark Sirot-Smith, director of 
Ely College’s sixth-form centre, 
is worried. 

He said: “Taking A-levels 
back to a system that rewards a 
student for being good at 
exams over their ability to 
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apply knowledge and develop 
ideas is not the way forward for 
further education in the UK. 

“ft will definitely put many 
students off A-level study, 
which could once again come 
to be seen as the preserve of an 
advantaged elite. 

“I find Mr Gove’s assertion 
that the linear approach - 
exams after two years of study 
- will benefit students from 
disadvantaged backgrounds to 
be utterly risible. 

“A-levels have for a long time 
been held in high regard and, 
whilst these reforms may 
enhance their status amongst 
some, I fear they will put off 
many capable young people 
whose talent will be 
unrecognised, unrealised and 
unutilised. 

“I’m afraid I cannot see any 
positives, other than perhaps 
less expenditure on exam 
entries.” 

Sue Freestone, head of 
King’s Ely, is also concerned 
but says she is in favour of 


students not having to sit as 
many exams. 

She said: “I’m all in favour of 
a return to fewer examinations 
and more time for meaningful 
learning. 

“However, I deplore the 
collateral damage to young 
people born of their use as 
political ping pong balls in the 
battle to win favour with 
voters. 

“These reforms appear to 
have been decided without 
proper consultation with 
educators and within a 
timescale that precludes any 
opportunity to learn from 
carefully managed pilot 
schemes. 

“The fact that content is to 
be overseen by Russell Group 
Universities misses the point 
that education is for far more 
than merely preparing 
students for the world of 
higher education.” 

Under the new system, 
which is due to start in 
September 2015, the AS-level 
exam will remain, but it will no 
longer be sat in the first year of 
sixth-form and will be 
completely separate to the full 
A-level. 


CHILDREN at a pre-school are 
reaping the benefits of having 
more space to play and learn. 

Stepping Stones Pre-school in 
Littleport has moved from The 
Regal Community Centre to 
purpose-built mobile facilities at 
the village leisure centre. 

The re-location has provided 
more space for the youngsters and 
staff, and the potential to expand. 


Hayley Rudnicki, pre-school 
manager, said: “We’ve been in the 
new building for a couple of weeks 
now and it’s brilliant. 

“We’ve got so much more space 
and the children have settled really 
quickly. 

“We’ve got two different rooms 
for the children to be in - one we 
call the quiet room and the other 
we call the noisy room, which is 


where we do things like messy 
play and role play. 

“Not only have we got more 
space here but it’ll also eventually 
be tree-flow, meaning the children 
will be able to get much more 
fresh air and outdoor play.” 

When at The Regal, the pre¬ 
school was also located upstairs, 
which made it difficult for the 
children with disabilities.

Fears grow at 
crossing speed 


MOTORISTS are 
behaving danger¬ 
ously by speeding 
over a railway 
crossing. 

Network Rail is so 
concerned about safety 
issues at the crossing in 
Lynn Road, Chettisham, 
that it wants Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council 
chiefs to slash the speed 
limit there from 60mph 
to 40mph. 

The rail network 
authority and local 
residents say dropping 
the speed limit would 
force motorists to slow 
down when approaching 
the crossing. 

Lynn Road is a busy 
route and is used heavily 
to travel between Little- 
port and Ely 

Beverley Galloway, who 
lives in Chettisham, said: 
“The speed limit both 
before and after the 
railway crossing in Lynn 
Road certainly needs to 
be lowered. 

“The road might run 
through the village but it 
is extremely busy as so 
many people use it to get 
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between Ely and Little- 
port instead of using the 
AlO. 

“The minute they are 
out of the village drivers 
just put their foot down 
and before they know it 
they are at the crossing. 

“I don’t know of any 
accidents there off the 
top of my head but it’s 
certainly dangerous. 

“I’d like to think that 
reducing the speed limit 
from 60mph to 40mph 
would have a positive 
effect and make it safer 
as 60mph is far too fast to 
be driving over a railway 
crossing. 

“It’d be even better if 
the council put a speed 
camera up as that would 
certainly make drivers 
slow down.” 

A county council 
spokesman said the 
authority is looking at the 
40mph proposal. 

He said: “We have been 
asked by Network Rail to 
investigate extending the 


40mph speed limit in 
Lynn Road, Chettisham, 
to cover the railway 
crossing area. 

“Network Rail has 
agreed to fund the 
scheme and we have now 
agreed to look into it. 

“We will be consulting 
all local residents and 
interested parties, such 
as parish councils.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Network Rail said: “Level 
crossings remain the 
single biggest risk to the 
safe running of the 
railway and we’re doing 
all we can to make the 
railway safer by 
upgrading crossings or 
closing them if we can. 

“This level crossing in 
Chettisham has high 
usage and we have 
agreed in principle with 
the council to lay a high- 
friction road surface 
here, but we have also 
proposed that the speed 
limit section be extended 
around the corner to 
include the crossing. 

“Cambridgeshire 
County Council has now 
agreed to begin making 
inquiries.”

“Since the 40s life expectancy has risen by 
around 15 years and so schemes such as this, 
which allow older people to keep living 
independently in safe and secure environment, 
are going to become more and more important 
in the future.” 

Millbrook House boasts 92 flats and 
bungalows and has been specially designed for 
people over the age of 55. 

It boasts onsite facilities such as a 
restaurant, lounge, gym, shop, hair salon, 
landscaped gardens and a roof terrace. 

The scheme also has a dedicated on-site 
care team and a 24-hour emergency response

DENZEL Washington soars to a new career 
high in this emotionally wrought character 
study of an airplane pilot wrestling with 
alcohol dependency. 

Underpinned by John Gatins’ intelligent 
script, Flight is a provocative drama that 
refuses to cast judgment on the central 
character as he repeats past mistakes and 
attempts to dodge the repercussions of his 
reckless actions. 

Instead, director Robert Zemeckis follows 
the pilot on a turbulent journey of self- 
discovery as a major mechanical failure in 
the air puts his boozy lifestyle under the 
microscope of public scrutiny. 

Captain William ‘Whip’ Whitaker 
(Washington) wakes in a plush hotel room 
festooned with discarded bottles and the 
naked body of last night’s conquest-flight 
attendant Katerina Marquez (Nadine 
Velazquez). 

Swigs of beer set him up for the day and 
he strides purposefully into the cockpit of his 


SouthJet flight to Atlanta while holding a 
bottle of orange juice spiked with vodka. 

Katerina is already on board, serving 
passengers alongside colleague Margaret 
Thomason (Tamara Tunie). 

But a routine flight becomes a nightmare 
when the airplane suddenly loses altitude 
and hurtles towards the ground at terrifying 
speed. Whitaker is forced to perform a 
daredevil manoeuvre to halt the rapid 
descent before crash-landing in a field. 

A subsequent investigation by the National 


Transportation Safety Board, led by Ellen 
Block (Melissa Leo), threatens to expose the 
pilot’s alcoholism. 

Union rep Charlie Anderson (Bruce 
Greenwood) and attorney Hugh Lang (Don 
Cheadle) promise to help him survive the 
fallout on the proviso that he changes his 
self-destructive ways. Whitaker agrees to 
exorcise his demons, supported by a 
recovering heroine addict called Nicole (Kelly 
Reilly). 

Romance blossoms but while Nicole 


continues to get her life back in order, he 
struggles to resist his desires, turning to 
drug dealer Harling Mays (John Goodman) 
to take the edge off his anxiety. 

Flight boasts a jaw-dropping centrepiece 
crash sequence that spins an entire airplane 
through 360 degrees. Zemeckis 
orchestrates these intense scenes with skill 
but he is equally interested in quieter 
moments when Whitaker wrestles with his 
guilt and attempts to resist the temptations 
of a hotel mini bar. 

Washington is riveting as a man in 
authority who can barely function without 
liquor. He lays bare insecurities and doesn’t 
resort once to currying audience sympathy. 

Reilly impresses in a pivotal supporting 
role and Goodman injects humour as the 
supplier who knows the perfect cocktail of 
narcotics to counteract a hangover. 

Climactic scenes are gripping and we 
buckle up for a bumpy ride as Whitaker 
prepares to deliver sworn testimony at the 
public hearing, potentially glossing over the 
facts to restore a sheen to his stained 
reputation.

Cold comfort for birds

H OW long is it since you 
filled your bird feeder or 
replenished the water in 
your birdbath? If you haven’t 
done it for a while, there’s no 
time like the present. 

“The sudden drop in temperatures 
across the UK will have been a big 
shock to birds’ systems after spending 
the past couple of months with few 
worries in terms of food availability,” 
says Richard James, RSPB wildlife 
adviser. 

“Thanks to the recent mild weather, 
many natural food sources have been 
readily available and water has been 
easy to come by. Now the snow and ice 
are here birds will need all the help they 
can get to survive the winter.” 

However, the range of bird seeds, fat 
balls and other so-called bird-friendly 
items can leave gardeners baffled as to 
what’s best for our feathered friends. 

The RSPB suggests calorie-rich foods 
such as mixed seed, nyjer seed, fatballs, 
suet sprinkles, sunflower seed and good 
quality peanuts, as well as kitchen scraps 
such as mild grated cheese, rice and 
porridge oats. 

There are different mixes for feeders 
and for bird tables and ground feeding. 


The better mixtures contain plenty of 
flaked maize, sunflower seeds and 
peanut granules. 

Small seeds, such as millet, attract 
mostly house sparrows, dunnocks, 
finches, reed buntings and collared 
doves, while flaked maize is taken 
readily by blackbirds. 

Tits and greenfinches favour peanuts 
and sunflower seeds. Mixes that contain 
chunks or whole nuts are suitable for 
winter feeding only. 


Pinhead oatmeal is excellent for many 
birds. Wheat and barley grains are often 
included in seed mixtures, but they are 
really only suitable for pigeons, doves 
and pheasants, which feed on the ground 
and rapidly increase in numbers, 
frequently deterring the smaller species. 

Avoid seed mixtures that have split 
peas, beans, dried rice or lentils as again 
only the large species can eat them dry. 
These are added to some cheaper seed 
mixes to bulk them up. Any mixture

containing green or pink lumps should 
also be avoided as these are dog 
biscuit, which can only be eaten when 
soaked. 

Don’t feed the birds cooked fat from 
roasting tins and dishes, because the fat 
may have blended with meat juices 
which leaves a mixture prone to 
smearing, which is not good for the 
birds’ feathers and is a breeding ground 
for bacteria, the charity warns. 

Polyunsaturated margarines and 



vegetable oils are also unsuitable as 
birds need high levels of saturated fat to 
retain the high energy to keep warm, and 
soft fats can be smeared on to feathers, 
destroying the waterproofing qualities. 

Lard and beef suet on their own are 
fine as they re-solidify after warming 
and are not as prone to bacteria breeding 
because they are pure fat. 

Never give milk to the birds because 
it can result in serious stomach upsets or 
even death. They can, however, digest 
fermented dairy products such as mild 
grated cheese, which may attract robins, 
wrens and dunnocks. 

If you want to give the birds coconut, 
only give them the fresh stuff in the 
shell, rinsing out any sweet coconut 
water before hanging it out, to stop 
black mildew emerging. Desiccated 
coconut should never be used as it can 
swell inside the bird, with fatal 
consequences. 

Cooked rice without added salt can be 
beneficial to birds during severe winter 
weather, while uncooked porridge oats 
are fine for many bird species. You can 
also put out small quantities of dry 
breakfast cereal. 

A supply of water is also essential for 
bathing and preening. In freezing 
conditions birds become more 
dependent on water provided in gardens, 
since many natural sources are frozen 
over. 

The most effective way to keep the 
water in your garden from freezing is to 
pop in a light ball that will be moved by 
even a gentle breeze - a ping-pong ball 
is ideal. 

Alternatively, pour on hot water to 
melt the ice to make sure the birds can 
get to it.

Germany’s are second 


GERMAN cars are not 
as reliable as many 
people believe, 
according to a survey 
by aftermarket 
warranty provider 
Warranty Direct. 

Audi, Volkswagen and 
BMW, including its 
subsidiary Mini, all 
performed poorly for 
engine failures in the past 
year, with Japanese engines 
proving by far the most 
reliable. 

The only engines to have 
failed more often than 
Audi’s in the past year were 
those from the now defunct 
MG Rover group, while Mini 
finished third from bottom. 

BMW and Volkswagen 
featured seventh- and 
ninth-worst respectively in 
the powerplant scale of 
shame. 

At the top end of the 
table, Japan took the

plaudits as Honda and 
Toyota proved to be the 
manufacturers with the 
most reliable power units, 
with Mercedes-Benz 
upholding some German 
honour by taking third 
place. 

Warranty Direct sampled 
50,000 live policies, which 


revealed that one in J3 MG 
Rover engines had big 
problems, while just one in 
345 Honda engines had a 
serious issue. The engine 
failure rates therefore range 
from 7.88 per cent to 0.29 
per cent. 

The study also highlighted 
the cost of engine failures. 


An engine failure on a Range 
Rover Vogue recently led to 
Warranty Direct’s highest 
claim - £12,998.46 - while 
one dealer quoted 
£14,853.60 to repair an 
engine on a Range Rover 
Sport after it failed 
catastrophically. 

Warranty Direct 

managing director Duncan 
McClure Fisher says: 
“Engine failures are the 
biggest fear for any 
motorist as they’re the ones 
that can lead to the most 
astronomical costs because 
of the parts and hours or 
labour required to fix them. 

“The number of failures 
may be low compared to 
areas such as axle and 
suspension damage but 
engine repairs almost 
always result in costs 
reaching the thousands for 
motorists who aren’t 
covered by a warranty.”

VAUXHALL’S new full-size, four- 
seat convertible, the Cascada, will 
be priced from £23,995 - nearly 
£8,000 less than its main rival in 
the premium drop-top sector - 
when it arrives in showrooms this 
April. 

With the Audi A5 Cabriolet firmly 
in its sights, the Cascada offers 
affordability paired with 
outstanding levels of equipment, 
technology and luxury. It comes in 
two trims, with the entry level SE 
getting 18-inch alloy wheels, a 
sports chassis, LED tail lamps and 
aux-in/USB, all as standard. The 
up-level Elite includes leather trim, 
heated front seats and steering 
wheel and front fog lamps. 

The Cascada will come with a 
broad range of powerful and 
efficient engines. Starting the line¬ 
up is a 1.4-litre (140PS) Turbo 
petrol, with a manual gearbox, 
achieving a combined 44.8mpg 
and 148g/km C02, and a 2.0-litre 
(165PS) diesel engine with manual 
and automatic transmissions, 


achieving up to 54.3mpg 
combined and 138g/km C02. 

But the highlight of Cascada’s 
powertrain line-up is the all-new 
1.6 SIDI Turbo ECOTEC petrol 
engine. The first production engine 
from Vauxhall’s MGE (Mid-Size 
Gasoline Engine) family, the unit 
offers major improvements in 
torque, linearity and overall 
efficiency. It produces a maximum 
170PS from 1,650-3,200rpm and 
up to 280Nm of torque, giving a 0-
